All great questions, Terry, and I think it's best to address them before Thursday's 
meeting. 


Yes, DCBID is still contributing $20k, in addition to a lot of internal resources and 
time. Their 3-person marketing team and 2-person economic development team are putting 
many hours into the planning of this event. 


Each property contributed $10k to the event. On top of that, there are two different types 
of sponsorships that we're looking to secure: vendor sponsors, and arts + entertainment 
sponsors. To date, we've secured 11 vendors (food, beverage, music, activations), and 
still have 20+ pending decisions. For the property activations (ie. Arts + Entertainment), 
we're talking to Brookfield and AEG about co-sponsoring. We're hoping to lock those in 
ASAP. On Thursday we can share a more in-depth analysis of our sponsorship 
goals/progress. 


Most attendees will register online - the site should be live by early next week. We can 
present wireframes of it on Thursday.

All, 


In preparation for this Thursday's board meeting, please find attached your 
packets. A note about agenda item #5, Downtown Open House: when I first emailed the Board 
about South Park's collaboration with DCBID on this event, our contribution of $5000 
assumed that both BIDs would be able to secure 5 properties within their respective 
districts to participate. The final group of participating properties includes 4 
properties in South Park BID, and 1 property in Downtown Center BID. This new development 
has caused us to reconsider budget contributions. As a reminder, DCBID is handling all of 
the logistics for this event, including the creation of a website with attendee 
registration, coordination and planning of all property-activations, and marketing. The 
action item on the agenda is a vote about whether to increase South Park's contribution to 
a total of $10,000. I’m attaching the deck as well as a budget breakdown for your 
consideration. 


I recommend that we increase our contribution. We have the budget for it, and the 
majority of the properties are in our district, which means that most of the direct and 
indirect benefits of this event will come back to South Park. Additionally, we would not 
be able to put an event like this on without the enormous lift that DCBID is contributing.
